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WHICH PROTECTS NOTHING. 

A good instance of the injustice of the present system of 
taxing food is furnished by the egg market. There is a duty 
of three cents a dozen on eggs, presumably to help the 
Canadian hen to overcome the severe climate that shuts off her 
winter activities. In Montreal this week there was agitation 
because strictly fresh eggs were being sold around 60 cents 
a dozen, with the probability they would go up to 75 cents 
betore the winter was over. 

In reply to public clamour, the leading egy brokers took 
stock of the position and issued a statement. This showed 
that there were only 31,796 cases of eggs in storage at Mon- 
treal; that the average consumption. for Montreal was 7,000 
cases a week, and that the first Canadian supplies of eggs 
could not be expected until March Ist next That is, the pre- 
gent supply will he exhausted under normal conditions by the 
first of January, and between that date and March Ist every 
ege eaten in Montreal will have to be imported, probably from 
the Southern States, where the milder climate encourages 
cheap egg production. 

Practically similar conditions prevail at every big centre 
of population in Canada. For years past the Canadian hen 
has not produced enough eges to supply the population, and

In the fori of a bill to charter a farmers’ mutual mort- 
gage association, the Saskatchewan government. is already 
taking action toward securing cheaper money for farmers, to 
the end that they may be able, by the use of capital borrowed 
upon reasonable terms, extend their operations in the mixed 
farming industry, Alberta in the same behalf is very active. 
In Mr. Bramley Moore, member for Alexandra in the last 
house, the government-of this province has an investigator 
whose capacity to bring out the possibilities of a system of 
co-operative banking for this province is beyond question. 
Mr. Moore is at the present moment en route to Washington, 
where, in collaboration with the American board with which 
he recently visited Europe, the results of their investigation 
are being tabulated. By the time the next session of the 
legislature rolls around Mr. Moore and Dr, Torrey will un- 
doubtedly have sufficient evidence to lay before the govern- 
ment to permit it to proceed intelligently and effectively to- 
ward the inauguration of a system of co-operative banking 
which will guarantee cheap money for farmers. 
THESEXGESS: GOST 
OF:EXPRESS SERVICE. 

Charging rates so much lower than the express companies 
that the companies regard as confiscation the invasion of 
what was their territory, the parcels post in United States for 
the first year of its operation shows a surplus of thirty million, 
and the indications are that there will bea large general reduc- 
tion in the near future which will bring the cost of the service 
to a point where the express companies, as such, will virtually 
cease to exist. 

Some idea of what excess the public have been paying 
for the service given by the express companies may be 
gathered from the fact that at the parcels post rates, which 
are so much lower than express rates, the cost charge within 
the 250 mile circle is eight times the cost of carrying, and | 
within the 150 mile circle is six times the cost. 

Express companies in United States last year made a 
profit on their invested capital of 80 per cent., although, by 
adroit book-keeping, they managed to represent their divi- 
dends as being only four per cent.

Mr. Whitla: “Well, what IT desire to 
emphasize more particularly is that the 
difference in the earnings in the west 
is out of all proportions to the differ- 
ence in the earnings between the east 
and the west. This is due to the fact 
that in 1911 the average earnings per! 
ton mile in the west was $1.20 per mile 
as compared with 88 cents on the east-;
